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DETAILED ACTION 



An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

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Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Stanton. 

Stanton discloses Improvements in and relating to Playing cards. Stanton 
teaches cards with arranged into four suits on one side and values on the other side 
(page 1, lines 14-24 & figures1-4). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 2-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Hoyt 
et al in view of Stanton. 

Hoyt et al. discloses Playing Cards And Method For Playing card Games 
Therewith. 

Regarding claims 2 - 6 

Hoyt teaches: 

A deck of playing cards where some cards are standard cards with non- 
descriptive backs and cards, which have a value on one side (i.e. split representation) - 
see abstract, claims 3-10 & figures 1-3. Hoyt further teaches that the game of poker is 
played as one of the embodiments and that his cards are dealt certain locations and 
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specific to the game of Tic-Tac-Toe. It is know that in the game of poker, cards are 
dealt face down, one or more bets are made, players are allowed to modify hands by 
exchanging cards and games are resolved using paytables. Hoyt fails to explicitly teach 
that his cards with values on the first side also have suits on the second side and that 
his cards are dealt in the shape of a diamond. 

Stanton discloses Improvements in and relating to Playing cards. Stanton 
teaches cards with arranged into four suits on one side and values on the other side 
(page 1 , lines 14-24 & figures1-4). 

It would be obvious to modify the cards of Hoyt to include the explicit teachings of 
Stanton to add excitement to the game played by the players. 

It would be obvious to deal cards in whatever shape that is desired since shape 
would constitute a design issue. Additionally, the dealing of cards in various shapes is 
well known in the art (e.g. in the game of Memory cards are dealt in the shape of a 
square, in the game of Solitaire, cards are ultimately dealt in the shape of a triangle.
